Convinced of Her Hasty Action Italy 
Officially Admits It. 


THE TRUE EXPLANATION OF RUDINI’S 
VACILLATING COURSE. 


A Cablegram to Baron Fava Which Ar 
rived Too Late to Serve Its Purpose— 
Important Cabinet Meeting at Wash- 
ington To-Day—O’ Malley Surrenders at 
New Orleans. 


wasurxorox, D. C., April §.—From high 
oficial authority is learned to-day the true 
explanation ofthe vacillating course which 
Italy has pursued in first recalling Minister 
Fave and threatening war, and then meekly 
admitting by a dispatch from Rudini to Im- 
periali to-night that Secretary Blaine has 
all along been ready to make proper repara- 
tion forthe killing of the Italians, and that 
Jtaly’s action has been too hasty. The ex- 
planation is that from the time when Baron 
Fava first received instructions to present 
nis letters of recall until the day he did so, he 
was earnestly urging his Government to delay 
taking such an impertant step and holding 
out promises of an amicable settlement of 
the controversy. This course he fol- 
lowed for nine or ten days. 
One Tuesday he was peremptorily 
ordered to delay no longer. He thereupon 
presented his instructions to Secretary Blaine. 
He returned to his lodging and was as 
tounded to find there a cablegram instructing 
him to withhold the letter until the report of 
further orders. It was too late, however, as 
the news of his recall had been officially pro- 
mulgated and spread world wide. The date 
of this inoperative telegram shows that it 
was decided upon after the return of Premier 
Rudini to Rome, and after his interview with 
Minister Porter. It will be remembered that 
Rudint was absent from Rome for two or 
three days during the pendency of the nego- 
tiations between Baron Fava and Secretary 
Blaine, and while Minister Porter was at- 
tempting to have Minister Fava’s appeals for 
delay listened to. It is, therefore, perfectly 
plain in the light of this explanation and the 
dispatch from Rudini to Impertall last 
evening, that on Tuesday last the Italian 
Government became convinced that it had 
made a mistake, and that after two days’ re- 
flection they determined the course of wis- 
dom was to officially admit it. 

THE NOTE RECEIVED TO-DAY. 

The official literature upon the subject of 
the New Orleans lynching was augmented 
this morning by the receipt by Secretary 
Blaine of the reply of the Italian Govern- 
ment to his note of Wednesday evening. It 
seems that his communication addressed and 
sent to Marquis Imperiall as being in charge 
ofthe legatton here was cabled at once to 
Rome. Marquis Dt Rudini replied last 
night by cable, as sing his note to 
Marquis Imperiali w structions to hand 
itto Mr. Blaine. TL. Was done at about 10 
o clock this morning, and the document, 
which was in Italian, was at once sent 
over to the State Department to be 
transiated. The Secretary spent the morn- 
ingat his house and waited there until the 
letter had been translated and a copy of it 

sent, together with the 
back to him. Armed with 
documents in the case, he 
walked overtothe White House, where the 
Cabinet bad been in session for nearly an 
hour. Ashe wentupon the portico he was 
met by half a dozen newspaper men, who 
unanimously wanted to know when the letter 
was to appear. Simply replying that it 
should be made public to all at once, he 
passed up stairs to the Cabinet room. 


O’MALLEY SURRENDERS. 


RELEASED TO-DAY ON $8,000 BAIL—DEFIES THE 
MOB. 

New ORLEANS, La., April 3.—Dominick ©. 
O Mallery, the notorious detective who was 
charged with having attempted to pack the 
jury inthe Hennessey case and who mys- 
teriously disappeared when the crowd at the 
Clay statue and atthe Parish Prison on the 
memorable 4th of March were howling for 
his blood, createda sensation this morning 
by surrendering himself. He drove to the 
Criminal Court with his attorney, Lionel 
Adams,and James Barry, ex-Clerk of the 
Criminal Court, and gave himself up 
to Chief Deputy Sheriff Arnault. 
There are three indictments against 
him, one as accessory to the crime of bribing 
one of the jurors in the Hennessey case, one 
for perjury in a suit in the civil court several 
years ago, and one for attempting to procure 
the commission of the crime of perjury in 
Is2inasuitof the State against Himself in 
the Criminal Court here. The bail was fixed 
at $2,000, and Mr. Barry signed for the whole 
amount. O'Malley looks well, though rather 
pale. He refused to talk, but says he will 
make a statement.

ITALY Is RIGHT. 

Paris, April 32.—The Journal des Debats to- 
day says:

This country is not to be treated as a pasture 
in which another nation may turn loose its hailf-fed 
people to fatten and wax strong with the intention of 

‘going home in the event of war. The commonest 
instincts of self-preservation forbid this.

Two Regiments of Militia on Duty in 
the Coke Fields. 


ANOTHER CONFLICT PROBABLE WHEN; 
THE DEAD ARE BURIED. 


All the Laborers in the Region Will At- 
tend the Funeral To-Morrow — Bitter 
Feeling Among the Strikers Toward 


the Militia—What the Leaders Say—The 


Danger Not Yet Passed. 


MT. PLEASANT, Pa., April 3.—Quiet reigns 
throughout the coke region this morning. No 
outbreak has occurred since the fatal raid 
yesterday morning, and while the situa- 
tion is still grave, the presence of the militia 
has had a reassuring effect upon the people. 
Two regiments are now upon the ground, 
fully equipped and prepared foraction. The 
Eighteenth Regiment, with over 500 men, 
reached here shortly after midnight, and the 
Tenth Regiment, with nearly as many more 
men, arrived upon the scene a little later. 
Adjt.-Gen. McClelland and Brig.-Gen. WiIisey 
are in command, and will remain as long as 
there is any danger of another raid. 

The uncertainty and fear last night has 
provenan awfulstrain on both the strikers 
and citizens. No sleeping was done in the 
entire region but crowds paraded the streets 
or gathered in knots at the corners or disep- 
peared in bunches over the dark hills. leav- 
ing a doubt as to their destination and inten- 
tions. The foreigners were quiet but always 
in crowds, and the momentary fear of an out- 
break from the thousands, which an entire 
regiment could not quell, was only dissipated 
by the first streak of early dawn. So far ten 
deaths have occurred and several more are 
ma critical condition. The funerals of the 
victims will take placeon Saturday. Peter 
Wise, Master Workman of the Knights of 
Labor, says the entire coke country will turn 
out and that about that time the people must 
take care. He says the burial of the dead will 
furnish renewed incentive forthe activity of 
the living. A prominent leader of the Slav 
element stated this morning that a ma- 
jority of the crowd out yesterday morning 
was there under protest; that the American, 
English and Irish leaders wentto Standard 
and forced the Slavs to join them under 
threats of punishment. 

THE INQUEST RESUMED. 


The inquest on the bodies of the men killed 
at Morewood, which was postponed last 
night, was resumed this morning. Neither 
the Sheriff nor the coke companies were rep- 
resented, while the labor leaders were pres- 
ent in full force. 

Albert Halley swore the only shooting he 
heard came from ¢he guards on the More- 
wood property. He was 12% yards from where 
the shooting occurred. 

George Taylor, a watchman, testified to 
hearing two or three pistol shots before the 
regular firing of the guards. This witness 
was the first to reach the spot after the shoot- 
ing and tells @ graphic story of the finding of 
the bodies of the dead, either on the bridge 
or n ditches, while the wounded hobbdied 
away. Sharp cross questions brought out the 
fact that witness wasa deputy and carried a 
revolver also, though he did not know 
whether all the guards carried revolvers or 
not. This doubt created as to whether the 
pistol shots were fired first by the guards or 
strikers was received with a cheer by the 
crowd. 

Notwithstanding the prevailing quiet wise 
ones say the trouble is not ended. It is the 
calm before the storm. The leaders are 
fighting for position and power;the men are 
fighting to maintain them in their positions 
and for what they claim is principle. The 
leaders of the district are all busy at the in- 
quest to-day. They and their attorney, James 
S. Beacon, are watching the proceedings with 
unceasing Vigil. They believe they see in the 
tactics of prosecuting the deputies and mana- 
gers a great coup and will pursue this policy 
to tùe end. This work, however, will only 
claim a portion of their attention; there is 
other work to be done. 

Mostof the testimony taken this morning 
was favorable to the strikers with the excep- 
tion of Dr. Plotner, who testified that the 
company’s gate had been broken down. So 
far none of the Frick Co.’s employes have 
been on the stand. 

At noon the inquest adjourned until this 
afternoon. After that the hearing will be 
continued at Greensburg Monday. 

OTHER POINTS IN DANGER. 


While the troopsin this neighborhood will 
command peace, other plants are unprotect- 
ed. With the strikers’ knowledge of the by- 
ways and short cuts of the country they can 
reach a point and complete a raid even before 
the cumbersome militia could move. Then 
it is argued that there is no use for two regi- 
ments at this point. Gov. Wiley has this 
matter under consideration, and it is possible 
that the Eighteenth Regiment may be moved 
over toor beyond the Youghiogheny River. 
He is in direct communication with the 
authorities, and will be kept fully advised of 
every move. 

A special train will remain at his command 
which will enable him to move a battalion or 
a company at short notice. The dead for- 
eignefs will be buried with much pomp and 
ceremony. They are all called martyrs. One 
thousand men will follow the coffins to their 
graves. Secretdry Parker has issued notices 
toevery worker in the region to attend the 
obsequies at Scottdale to-morrow. The body, 
followed by workers from the Mount Pleasant 
Branch Rallroad, will go to Scottdale to- mor- 
row morning by special train. They have 
ordered eighteen cars for this purpose. At 
Scottdale they will be joined dy workers from 
every plant in the region. The funeral will 
call together a larger number of men than 
ever gathered together in this region. The 
procession will proceed to the cemetery, 
where all leaders will make orations, the 
character of which may be easily imagined. 

PREDICTING TROUBLE. 

The dirge of the bands at the funeral will 
be the knellof more people than the mar- 
tyrs, was the remark of one leader.

AT THE WORKS. 
OPERATIONS RESUMED AT SOME OF THE PLANTS 
—COMPROMISING. 

Pirrspurc, Fa., April 8.—A Scottdale 
special says: Everything is reported quiet in 
this region. At Jimtown an increased 
force of men are at work. Twelve 
cars of coke were shipped from there yester- 
day, and the shipments were increased to- 
day. About two hundred ovens are now in 
blast. Adelaide is running nearly half full. 

The Cora plant of Newmyer 4 Sons has 
started up full; algo the Clarissa mines of 
Cochran & Sons. The Nellie plant of the same 
company is running with 150 ovens in blast. 

Coalbrook of the McClure company is stil} 
running full unmolested, as is also the Mutual 
Piant on the Youngwood Branch. Rainey’s 
three works and the Fair Chance plant are 
being operated openly with non-union men, 
and are running full, 

The Dunbar Co., which started the Fergu- 
son plant undera peace arrangement with 
the mine workers’ nen at the old 
rate of wages, have uced their men to the 
rate offered in the sliding scale posted by 
Frick and the McClure Co.s.. 

Robert Watchorn, ex-Secretary of the Na- 
tional organization, arrived in the region 
this morning and is now at the Morewood 
works. It is given out that he will 
make an effort to get a compromise 
between the operators and the men, but the 
prospects are not encouraging. The present 
attitude of the operators. would indicate 
that the men delayed too long in 
asking and created too much trouble to 8e 
cure any concessions for the compromée. 
The feeling is that if Watchorn falls to secure 
a peaceful conference any hope for the men 
is practically beyond reason. 


THE MINERs’ SIDE. ‘ 


HOW THE HUNGARIANS HAVE BEEN TREATED BY 
THEIR EMPLOYFRS. 

Prrrepure, Fa., April 4%.—Ex-Secretary 
Watchorn of the Miners’ Union starts to-diy 
for the coke region. Speaking of the troubb, 
he said: From what I can understand, the 
shooting of the strikers wasan unprovoked 
murder. I have received a report this 
morning that three of the Deputy 
Sheriffs under Captain toar themselv«s 
broke down the fence and then shot the mer. 
It certainly is not reasonable to suppose thet 
500 men armed with guns and so with othe 
weapons would deliberately plan an attack 
and then be driven off by thirteen men wit}- 
out shooting one of the latter. The people n 
the coke regions are not such cowards as that. 
The Hungarians or Slavs in the coke regims 
have always been grossiy imposed upg. 
They are induced to settle in the coke te- 
gions under misrepresentations and are cen- 
stantly ground down. Then if they strike the 
operators employ some of the brighter men 
at big salaries to go around among the others 
and try to induce them to return to work 

In this the Frick Coke Co. has always 
been especially forward. The result of this 
course is to divide the Hungarians among 
themselves and to cause ever increasing dit - 
terness. The coke workers all hate Loar for 
there has not been a strike in years in which 
he has not petitioned the Sheriff of West- 
moreland County to swear in his company of 
guards as deputy sheriffs so that they can 
have an opportunity of shooting some Hun- 
garian. Capt. Loar has freqentiy made 
that statement. We can get miny witnesses 
to prove id.

A FULL CONFESSION REMOVED ALL 
DOUBTS OF HIS GUILT. 


Brutal Assault Upon a Young Girl, the 
Deed for Which He Paid the Penalty 
of the Law—A Speech on the Gallows 
—Holden Reprieved—A Day’s inal 
News.

ANNAPOLIS, Md., April 3.—Ernest Forbes, 
the colored boy, who committed an outrage 
on Bertha Phippsin Anne Arundel County in 
November last, was hanged here this morn- 
ing at 10:06. 

Miss Phipps has become since the assault 
Mrs. John Griffith. Forbes was tried and con- 
victed before Judge Wright in the Criminal 
Court of Baltimore on Jan. 28 last on a charge 
of committing a felonious assault on Miss 
Bertha B. Phipps on the farm of her uncle in 
Anne Arundel County, near Annapolis, 
Nov. 6, 1890. The testimony against 
him was of the most damaging 
kind, closing with an account of the assault 
by Miss Phipps, in which she positively iden- 
ted Forbes as her assailant. States Attor- 
ney James Monroe of Anne Arundel conducted 
the prosecution, assisted by States Attorney 
Kerr of Baltimore. The colored lawyer, F. J. 
Waring, defended Forbes, who showed no in- 
terest whatever in the proceedings until Miss 
Phipps identified him. He then sullenly 
shook his head from side to side and mumbled 
something to himself under his breath. The 
defense tried to prove an alibi, but the test 
mony was very weak and the jury found 
Forbes guilty on the first ballot and without 
being out five minutes. 

In Miss Phipps’ testimony she said that it 
had been her custom to go downto the pas- 
ture to milk the cows every morning. While 
there on the morning of Nov. 6 Forbes ap 
proached her from behind and puiled her 
backward. She struck him and screamed, and 
then he forced rags into her mouth. 

Forbes was a tall, slouchy, loose-jointed 
fellow of about 2 years of age with a low, 
receding forehead and big pop eyes. His 
reputation in the neighborhood was anything 
but a good one. After his conviction he made 
made a full confession. 

Owing to an expressed determination of 
the people of Anne Arundel County to hang 
Forbes, he was removed from Annapolis jail 
to Baltimore. After his trial there and con- 
viction, he was returned to Annapolis, where 
he remained until the time of his execution, 
not only unmolested but well cared for. The 
people were satisfied that executive clem- 
ency would not be interposed in his case. 

Forbes made a short speech on the scaffold 
in which he sald he was sorry for his.crime 
and that he was ready to die. The town pre- 
sented a holiday appearance and ali incom- 
ing trains brought in great crowds of country 
people. The scaffold was bullt in the Jail 
yard andin plain sight of the thousands of 
people who congregated in the adjacent 
squares. 


HOLDEN REPRIEVED. 

Sr. PAUL, Minn., April 34.—Clifton Holden, 
who was to have been hanged at midnight 
last night, was at5o’clock in the afternoon 
reprieved for one month by Gov. Merriam. 
The case is one of the strangest in the crimi- 
nal history of Minnesota. Holden killed 
Frank Dodge in 1888, anda short time after 
was convicted and sentenced. His case was 
taken to the Supreme Court onthe plea that 
the new hanging law was passed after the 
commission of the crime. The Supreme Court 
of the State sustained the lower court and 
then the case was carried to the United States 
Supreme Court, where again the lower courts 
were sustained. The last reprieve was grant- 
ed on a petition from the most prominent 
men of St. Paul and Rochester, Minn.

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GEN. ALBERT PIKE. 


Chief Incidents in His Remarkable Career 
—Mortuary Matters. 
WASHINGTON, April 3.—Gen. Albert Pike, 
who died here at 8 o’clock last night at the 
advanced age of 81, was prominent as a poet 
and Mason, and until within the last few 
months always had the bestofhealth. He 
was a man of great vitality, being 6 feet 
4inchesin height and of magnificent pro- 

portions. 

Gen. Pike was born in Boston, Mass., Dec. 
29, 1809, entering Harvard in 1826, and 
after a partial course became Princi- 
pal of the Newburyport High School. 
In 1831 he set out for the partially ex- 
plored regions of the West, going to 
Santa Fe and remaining until 1832. In 1888 he 
became associate editor of the Arkansas 4d 
vocate, and in 1834 purchased entire control of 
the paper. His reputation asa poet was 
made by a contribution to Blackwood’s Maga- 
zine in 1839, entitled ‘‘Hymns to the 
Gods. During the Mexican war he 
commanded ,a squadron in the regiment of 
Arkansas Mounted Volunteers. He becamea 
Confederate Commissioner at the beginning 
of the war, negotiating treaties with Indian 
tribes, and for his success he was promoted 
to Brigadier-General. In 1867 he became ed- 
itor of the Memphis Appeal, but in 1868 sold 
his interest in the paper and removed to 
Washington, practicing law before 
the Supreme Court. He became 
Sovereign Grand Commander of the 
Southern jurisdiction of Scottish 
Rite Masons. He has written many works on 
Masonry, gaining a world-wide reputation 
thereby. Itissaidthat Gen. Pike has ap- 
pointed Josiah H. Drummond of Maine as his 
successor as head of the Royal Order of Scot- 
land, and it is probable that his successor in 
the Scottish Rite wiil be either Surgeon-Gen- 
eral J. M. Browne of the navy, Thomas Cas- 
well of California or Thomas M. Dudley of 
Kentucky. |

Ten Men Killed by an Explosion in an 
English Colliery. 


OPEDAL, STAFFORDSHIRE, THE SCENE OF 
THE DISASTER. 


The Work of Rescue—Cause of the 
Calamity—A Town Flooded by the 
Breaking of a Reservoir—A Schooner 
Ashore on the New Jersey Coast— 
Casualties. 


Lowpos, April 3.—A disastrous explosion tn 
a coal mine took place to-day at Apedale, 
Staffordshire, Ten persons were killed out- 
right and several others were severely in- 
jured. The bodies of the dead miners have 
been extricated from the portion of the mine 
where the explosion took place. The cause 
of the disaster is supposed to be the presence 
offire.damp in the mine and the foolhardt- 
ness of one of the minersafter the presence 
of the dangerous gas was discovered in taking 
an exposed lamp into one of the chambers. 

A large number of men are now engaged in 
bringing to the surface the miners who were 
killed and those who suffered injuries by the 
explosion. It was at first feared that the 
mine would take fire, but no danger is now 
anticipated from that cause. The scenes at 
the pit 's mouth when the dead were brought 
up were heart-rending. All the men were 
married and some of them leave large fami- 
lies. 


STORM SWEPT. 


TELEGRAPH WIRES DOWN—WIND AND SNOW~ 
VESSELS ASHORE. 

New York, April 8#.—The heavy storm 
which swept over this section last night did 
considerable damage, particularly to the 
east Of New York. The storm outside of this 
city was accompanied in many places by 
heavy, wet snow, and this, alded by the high 
wind, demoralized the telegraph wires 
to a great extent. Night Mana- 
ger Tobin of the Western Union 
said this morning that the wires began to 
fall at la. m. and that within half an hour 
there was not a single wire to Boston out ofa 
regular complement of fifty. Hartford, 
Providence and Springfield wires fatled a 
little later, until at 8 o'clock this morning 
New York City was completely cut off from 
telegraphic communication with Eastern 
points, with the exception of New Haven. 

The big American schooner, George L. 
Drake, which left Mobile, Ala, March 6, 
drove ashore at the point of Sandy Hook at 
this morning. It was during the height 
ofthe storm. The crew was saved by the life 
saving men and it is thought that the vessel 
will be floated without much damage. 

A dispatch from Poughkeepsie says: A 
heavy snowstorm raged inthe Hudson River 
Valley all nigut, About a foot of snow fell, 
but only six inches laid for any 
length of time. Telegraph, telephone 
and electric light wires are crossed 
or down in every direction. It will take a 
week or ten days to get the telephone wires 
in good working orderagain. The storm was 
also very severe on the river. All the steam- 
ers Of tue night lines are from three to six 
hours behind time coming north. The storm 
did not seriously affect the rallroad service, 
nearly all the trains being on time. The 
weather is now clearing and the snow is 
rapidly disappearing. The storm was one of 
the worst of the season. 


A RESERVOIR BREAKS. 

WAUPAKONETA, O., April 4.—The west bank 
of the st. Mary's reservoir is partly washed 
away and houses for miles around are flood- 
ed. Alarge gangof men are at work this 
morning repairing the break. The Lake Erle 
& Western track is under water for some dis- 
tance and business at the ofl wells is almost 
entirely suspended. The loss to property hag 
already reached a quarter of a million of 
dollars.

The Question of Pooling Discussed by 
Chairman Walker. 


OntcaGco, III., April s. Hon. A. E. Walker, 
Chairman of the Western Traffic Association, 
delivered anaddress last night before the 
Sunset Club on the subject of the pooling of 
railway earnings, which, he claimed, should 
be legalized. N 

‘*So far as the railroads are concerned,“ 
said Mr. Walker, ‘‘the objects of the pool are 
to assist the roads in establishing and main- 
taining just and reasonable rates for trans- 
portation. Intelligent men engaged in fur- 
nishing transportation strongly desire to 
deal justly withthe public, and the merely 
selfish interests of railway managers often 
appeal strongly in the direction of lower 
rates. Nomethodto develop the resources 
of a railroad is 80 easy and 80 
direct as to stimulate the planting of indus- 
tries and the growth of towns by the reduc- 
tion of transportation charges. The core of 
the whole matter is competition. Hence 
manufacturers seek to avoid ruin by forming 
partnership corporations, syndicates, trusts. 
Laboring men endeavor to maintain the price 
oftheir labor by organizing trade unions. 
Farmers have invented a gigantic alliance. 
The railway poolis similar in purpose. All 
are devices to ameliorate the effects of ruin- 
ous competition. 

„The pooling Of railway earnings is a tem- 
porizing expedient, but it is the best known 
resource for the preservation of the American 
railway system. 

“The re-establishment of the pooling system 
would impart a new tone ot confidence in 
railway circles. The benefits would extend 
to the price of all commodities bought or sold 
in the public markets and even to the wages 
of labor in the factory and the mine.’’

In reply to a question in reference 
to their position, Frost 4 Ruf, 700 
Olive street, said: We were members 
of the association, but have left it. 
The reason is that we are perfectly satisfied 
with present prices, and think it an imposi- 
tion on the public to ask more. We do not go 
as far as some, who assertthat a margin of 
10 per cent above first cost isa basis upon 
which the business can be conducted with 
a profit, but at present rates the profits are 
legitimate and fairto both buyer and seller, 
and anything above would savor strongly of 
extortion.’’ 

Can you obtain goods if the boycott is de- 
clared?’’ 

There willbe no difficulty at all about 
that. Some few jobbers may cut us of in 
obedience to the orders of the association, 
but we will have no trouble in supplying our 
customers. If the association attempts to 
put the boycottin force it cannot last long 
for it will be rent in pleces by internal dissen- 
sions. 1 don't believe that prices will be 
raised. The members of the association have 
not the nerve todo it, althoughthey are 260 
against5. They will threaten and diuster, 
but when it comes to the point will refuse to 
raise prices, as they know perfectly well that 
the fight is sure toend in their discomfiture.’’

FOUND IN A FIELD. 


— 


The Dead Body of Henry 8. Cochran 
Discovered at Hamilton Station. 
A REVOLVER €LUTCHED IN HIS HAND 
SHOWS HE WAS SELF-SLAIN. 


The Suicide Supposed to Have Been Com- 
mitted Last Evening From the Condi- 
tion of the Body When Found—Sup- 
posed Reasons Which Led to Despair— 
A Deplorable Deed. 


Mounted Patrolman Hollywood of the Fifth 
District was riding along Hamilton avenue 
about 11 o’clock this morning when he saw in 
a field to the west of the road and about 600 
feet south of Delmar avenue the body 
of a man. The officer tied his 
horse to the fence and approached the spot 
to und the remains of a middle-aged man 
stretched out at full length on the sod. In the 
right hand was tightly grasped a 8. 
caliber Smith & Wesson revolver, while a 
ragged hole in the right side of the 
head showed where the wunfortunate’s 
lite nad gone out. An examina- 
tion of the person brought to 
light letters and papers which would in- 
dicate that the deceased was Henry 8. 
Cochran, a member of the firm 5 
Cochran & Powers, manufacturers f 
galvanized iron implements and 
ornaments, with factory at 1919 Pine street. 
The corpse was cold and rigor mortis was 
apparent. To all appearances life had 
been extinct for at least twelve hours. 
One chamber ofthe revolver was empty, yet 
persons residing in the immediate vicinity 
heard no shot at any time during the night. 
The remains were removed tothe Morgue to 
await a more thorough investigation. 

HE HAD BEEN SICK. 

Mr. John M. Powers, the partner of Mr. 
Cochran, was found at his office, 1919 Pine 
street, and when asked if he could suggesta 
probable cause for Mr. Cochran’s suicide, he 


answered: 
No, Icannot. It is as mucha surprise to 


me as itis to anyone else. The only thing I 
can attribute it to is his recent sickness. 
For the last two months he has 
been very sick and unable to 
attend to business. He had no hope of ever 
getting better, for though he changed phy- 
sicians three times, he continued to lose 
flesh, and grew worse. He has not been to 
the office fora week until yesterday, and I 
did not see him then. He came in while I was 
out attending to some business, stayed for 
about an hour andéhen went home,’’ 

Can you imagine what he was doing on 
Hamilton avenue?’’ 

“For several days he has been riding on 
the electric cars, thinking that the outing and 
fresh air would benefit him and make him 
feel better, but he must have contemplated 
this before he went out there, for I never be- 
fore knew him to carry a weapon. 

HIS MIND DISTURBED. 

„Has his sickness made him despondent?’’ 

„es, he has felt very badly, and then the 
feeling that he would never be any better 
made him blue. I don’t believe myself 
that he would ever have gotten well, 
in faet, I think that for the last two weeks 
his mind has been disturbed. It - must surely 
have been his sickness that caused his act 
for there was nothing else that I 
know of to digturb him. His finances 
were in good condition and so far as I know 
his family relations were very pleasant, 
though I really know very little about them.’’ 

„What family had he?“ 

‘*‘A wife and two grown sons. Both his 
sons work in the shop but they are not here 
now. They have gone out to the place where 
the body was found to bring ft in. 

**How old a man was he, Mr. Powers?’’ 

„He was about 55 years old and was born 
and brought up in St. Louis. He had never 
taken any interest in politics or been in pub- 
lic life, so he was not known outside of busi- 
ness circles. 

„He was certainly the last man whom I 
would suspect of suicide, for I thought he 
would have borne anything rather than re- 
sortto such a means of relief.

THE HICKS TRIAL. 


All the Evidence Now Before the Jury— 
Missouri Matters. 


FREDERICKSTOWN, Mo., April 3.—The case of the 
State vs. Carrol Hicks, which has been on trial fn the 
Circuit Court of Madison County for several days, 
was after the completion of the argument to-day 
submitted to the jury for final decision. 

Much interest has been manifested throughout the 
trial because of the fact that the matter was at first 
reported as an unprovoked, eold-blooded murder. 
The defense at the trial was that of self-defense. The 
circumstances of the killing are as follows: 

In November, 1889, Jas.Jordan, a resident of Mad- 
ison County, Mo., left his home and went over into a 
neighborhood about six miles distant on a 
business errand, and while there re- 
mained over night with a ‘friend. Th 
next morning he went with his horse to the corn- 
field, where the latter was to work. While there 
Carrol Hicks, the owner of the field, came and 
entered into a dispute with Jordan, who had beena 
former tenant, about the care of the premises. The 
difficulty was settled as all parties present so under- 
stood, when Hicks fired on Jordan filling his left 
breast with buckshot. The trial developed the fact 
that Hicks had been carrying his gun and threaten- 
ing to kill Jordan for some months. 

he defence attempted to show that when Jordan 
was shot he was in an attitude of attack, drawing his 
hand from his pistol pocket. The jury will render a 
verdict this evening which will probably be an ac- 
— as it will be in keeping with the line of jury 
ecisions rendered for some time. Hicks’ reputation 
has always been unsavory but he was not regarded as 
a dangerous man,and it seems that he committed 
this act in cowardice more than for any other reason.

CLOSED THE CONTRACT. 


The Suburban Railroad Co. Makes Ar- 
rangements to Change Its System. 


The St. Louis & Suburban Railway, 
through its President, has just 
closed a contract for three Ham- 
ilton Corliss electric engines of 750 horse 
power each; the combined capacity of which 
will furnish motive power for that entire sys- 
tem, extending from Sixth and 
Locust streets out to Florissant, 
with a branch extending south over 
Union avenue into Forest Park.

AN AMUSING SPECTACLE. 

It has been frequently said during the cam- 
paign that it was an amusing sight to see 
such prominent men as Messrs. Ripley and 
Haynes and Hammerstein running for office 
in such company, defending as they are 
forced to do a maa like Grassmuck, who bears 
such an unsavory record as the friend and 
associate of the worst lot of criminals in the 
city.

Disturhed the Meeting. 


Despite the circular issued by Central Com- 
mitteeman Jack Sheehan of the Tenth Ward, 
there is still considerable ill-feeling in the 
Democratic camp of that section.

A MYSTERIOUS SHORTAGE. 


Losses Aggregating $25,000 Which Can- 
not Be Acoounted For. 


PHILADELPHIA, Pa., April 3.—Oircumstances 
leading tothe arrestof Simon E. Stone, for 
over sixteen years a salesman for the Phila- 
delphia branch of the silk firm of the Brainard 
& Armstrong Co., are involved in considera- 
ble mystery. Stone has been one of the most 
trusted employes of the concern and has done 
much to build upits trade, having an annual 
business of over $125,000. He has always 
borne an excellent reputation for integrity, 
and, up to the moment of his arrest, this 
opinion had been unaltered. 

The arrest was made at the instance of L. 
O. Smith, Vice-President of the company, 
and Manager of the Philadelphia branch. 
Smith charges that his firm has lost $25,000 
by Stone’s operations and that they extend 
overa period of many years. The stories 
told by both the accused and the accuser 
vary in every particular except one, and that 
is, both maintain absolute silence about the 
motives of the arrest and where the money 
has gone, Smith’s story is a remarkable 
one. He says: Stone has been in Our em- 
ploy ever since 1875, and he was the best 
salesman that we ever had. In 1885 we in- 
troduced a new system of book-keeping by 
which we balanced our stock every six 
months. 
we discovered that we were over $1,000 short. 
We did not think much of it at the time and 
concluded that our book-keepers were re- 
sponsible, At the end of the next six months 
we found that we were .over $1,000 more 
short. This thing continued for 
two years and we discharged 
men almost monthly because we 
thought it was due to their mistakes. Finally 
we got the best book-keepers we could obtain 
and still the shortage appeared. Then we 
tried detectives, and for two years a watch 
was kept on all of our employes. Men were 
followed andevery avenue was watched to 
see how they spent their money, where they 
went and their personal habits. All our ef- 
forts were fruitless. The only thing resulting 
was that at the end of six months of 1889 our 
stock account for once came out even. The 
detectives were then taken off. When we 
balanced up our stock at the end of 1890, we 
found that we had lost $2,800. Then we went 
tothe Ben Franklin Detective Agency and 
told Mr. Franklin to give us some of the very 
best men that he had, and we determined to 
find out what became of the money. Every- 
body else except Stone had been suspected 
and upon him the detectives at once centered 
their attention. He was watched closely. 
Nothing occurred until Good Friday to war- 
rant his arrest. Then he was seen to put in 
his pocket two pounds of silk. He was fol- 
lowed outside the store and arrested by one 
of the detectives. Heat once acknowledged 
that he had some silk in his possession.’’ 

Mr. Smith said that hecould not account 
for Stone’s reasons for stealing. He said that 
he did not speculate in stocks, did not gam- 
ble, did not gowith fast women, and only 
drank moderately. 

Have you any idea where the money has 
gone?’’ he was asked. 

‘*Yes, I have, but I will not tell.“

No, I do not believe it will.“ 

Have you any other evidence against him 
other than the finding of the silk in his pos- 
session?’’ 

No, but we hope to have by the time of 
the hearing on Friday.’’ 

When Stone was asked the cause of the ac- 
tion he said: ‘‘I am innocent, and I have 
not taken a cent’s worth of goods from the 
firm. This whole thing has something back 
of it. Iwas rather a free lance in the store 
and had the power of taking goods out and 
selling such of them as I chose and returning 
the remainder. This was what I had done 
when I was arrested. There is something 
back of this prosecution, but I cannot tell 
you what itis. Mr. Smith and I have fallen 
out and he has brought this action against 
me. I won’t tell what we fell out about; no, 
not even if I rot in the Eastern Penitentiary 
for years.

ESCAPED THE MASSACRE. 


AN ENGLISH OFFICER TELLS THE STORY OF THE 
SLAUGHTER AT MANIPUR. 


CALCUTTA, April 3.—A dispatch from Lieut, 
Gurdon, one of those who escaped from 
Manipur, says: ‘‘The British forces ad- 
vanced on March 24, in order to arrest Chief 
Jubral, who had deposed the Rajah of Mani- 
pur. The Manipuris resisted and a general 
engagement ensued. We ran short of am- 
munition and retreated to the residency at 
Manipur. The Manipuris then attacked and 
shelled the residency. Chief Commissioner 
Queenton, Political Agent Grimwood and Col. 
Skene, who were in command of the detach- 
ment of Ghoorkhas, finding that our am- 
munition was almost gone, notified the 
enemy that we were disposed to arrange 
terms for a cessation of hostilities. To this 
the enemy seemed to agree and conse- 
quently Chief Commissioner, the political 
agent and Col. Skene accompanied by 
Messrs, Cossens and Simpson went 
out to meet Chief Jubral, but 
the Chief Commissioner and those who were 
with him were treacherously seized and held 
as prisoners. After the capture of the Brit- 
ish officers the Manipuris resumed their at- 
tack on the residency at 2 o’clock in the af - 
ternoon of March 2%. We were obliged to re- 
treat, finding it impossible to defend the 
treasury and the residency owing to want of 
ammunition. Aftercommencing our retreat 
we fought our way across the hills until we 
met Cowley’s detachment. 

It is reported that the treasury of Manipur 
has been looted. Gurdon says nothing about 
how many of the British force were killed or 
how many escaped. Theforce in charge of 
the residency at Manipuris generally com- 
posed of 1,000 men. This force, with the es- 
cort, which it is surmised may have mustered 
150 men, who were within the enclosure at 
the time of the attack. A dispatch has been 
received here, saying that Lord Chatterton 18 
safe. 


ENGLISH DIVORCE LAW. 


A MOVEMENT FOR REFORM—CURRENT TOPICS 
IN LONDON. 

Lonpon, April 3.—The agitation for a re- 
form of the English divorce law, in the direc- 
tion of liberality, has been gaining ground 
ever since the release of Mrs. Jackson from 
her husband’s custody, and is likely to make 
its appearance in Parliament. People are 
coming forward inthe newspapers with nu- 
merous instances of the present law, upon 
both husbands and wives, deserted by their 
partners but unable to obtain a divorce. In 
some instances the husbands convicted are 
sentenced to long terms of imprisonment, 
while the wives are left destitute, but cannot 
marry dgain. In other cases the husband or 
wife isa habitual drunkard, homes are broken 
up, and children in care of relatives, but no 
divorce can be obtained. It is not thought 
likely, however, that any reform can yet be 
effected, as the Established Church is op- 
posed to any relaxation of the existing law.

How the Great Cartoonist and the Orator

New York, April s.— An illustrated weekly 
journal for a month or more has had satirical 
cartoons on Mr. Chauncey M. Depew. They 
were from the pencil of Thomas Nast. For 
some years Nast and Depew were the warm 
est friends. The cartoons have attracted 
wide attention in railroad and political and 
social circles, and few understood the cause 
of the break between Nast and Depew until 
yesterday. Then a friend of both men said 
that at the Astor House dinner Mr. Depew 
was the principal speaker and Nast 
was one of the guests. Nast’s 
paper, issued that morning, had se- 
eral caricatures of Depew that were 
rather meaningless, but still showed a per- 
sonal animosity. Depewin his remarks re- 
ferred to Nast’s work in Harper’sas being of 
great value, and as having accomplished 
more in causing the downfail of the Tweed 
ring than all the letter press protests of the 
combined newspapers, effective though they 
were. But, he said, I am ata loss to 
understand Mr. Nast’s present position. 
Has his pencil lostits cunning or have his 
wits forsaken him? Now to-day he sets to 
lampooning his friends, although their only 
crime be that of appearing on occasions like 
thisto saya pleasant word,and make men 
feel happy instead of dyspeptical.

DR. BOND’S REPLY. 


The Controversy Among the Doctors 
Grows Warm and Interesting. 


HE MAKES AN OPEN ATTACK ON THE 
MISSOURI COLLEGE AND ITS FACULTY. 
— 


Knowledge of Medicine and Not the 
Length of the Course Is His Contention 
—His Reply to the Criticism of His 


Methods as a Lobbyist — War to the 
Knife Declared. 


The defeat of the bill requiring that medical 
students shall spend three years in college 
before they are graduated has caused some 
angry discussions among the doctors, and the 
opposing sides have their knives keenly 
sharp and are engaged now in removing the 
cuticle of each other inthe discussion of the 
means by which the bill was defeated. Dr. 
Charles A. Todd and Dr. Wm. Glasgow went 
to Jefferson City and worked in favor of the 
bill. Dr. Y. H. Bond, dean of the Marion- 
Sims College, went there to oppose it. Dr. 
Bond was successful in the defeat of it, and 
since then there has been a somewhat 
strained feeling between the faculty of the 
Missouri Medical College and that of the 
Marion-Sims. The Post-DIspatTcHu printed 
a history of the difficulties, and in or- 
der that Dr. Bond might be heard from, he 
was called on to-day and asked for his side of 
the case. Dr. Bond seemed very willing to 
speak of it, and gavean interview which is 
exceedingly spicy. He said: 

IT WAS NOT A JOKE. 

The article in the Post-Dispatcu of 
Wednesday headed ‘Angry Physicians’ im- 
presses me with the conviction that the 
Faculty of the Missour! Medical College do 
not regard as an ‘April Fool’ joke, the de- 
featof their three course bill, which they 
had nurtured with the fond but delusive hope 
of sustaining the waning fortunes of their in- 
stitut ion, when confronted by the opposition 
of a college of medical learning, larger, more 
modern and more thoroughly equipped for 
giving medical instruction than some an- 
cient institutions, fossillized by the storms of 
fifty winters. ; 

take it that the article had no origin in 
the editorial department of the paper. It 
contains so many little points perverted so 
as to fit exactly the self-interest ofa certain 
clique who would rule or ruin that Iam sure 
that its ear-marks are evidence ofthe un- 
wieldy, envious and top-heavy body beneath 
the surface. The article makes it appear 
that I went to Jefferson City as a representa- 
tive of the Marion-Sims College of Medicine, 
when in reality I was prompted in my action 
by my individual conviction that the meas- 
ure pending was a nefarious one, introduced, 
not in the interest of humanity, but to in- 
fringe upon the principles of liberty and 
fairness to men of all degree and kind, so 
divinely inculcated in the structure of our 
Government. 

THE BILL HE ADVOCATED. 

My position in the matter is evidenced by 
the bill introduced, at my request, calling for 
the creation of a Medical Examining 
Board, composed of doctors who should 
have no connection with any medical col- 
legeand whose duty it should be to examine 
and to pass upon all those who offer to prac- 
tice within the State, and taking away from 
the medical schools the power of licensing 
physicians to practice. This brings the whole 
question down toa qualification test on the 
basis of knowledge and not on a time require- 
ment. Good colleges, bad colleges and in- 
different colleges would be compelled to sub- 
mit their graduates to animpartial board, 
the members of which would be nominated 
by the various medical organizations of the 
State. In the academicand scientific instl!- 
tutions of this country, such as Lale, Har- 
vard, Princeton and our own State Univer- 
sity, when one is possessed of the requisite 
information, however or wherever acquired, 
he is permitted to enter that class or degree 
to which that information entitles him. But 
how different arethe provisions of the de- 
funct bill, whose sad slaughter caused so 
many tears to bedim the mournful eyes of the 
jubilee institution that, in its pious grief, it 
saw the whole medical profession slain with 
its innocent babe, and even forgot its own 
record of fifty years of practical opposition 
to the very measure so recently embraced— 
fifty years ending in jubilation mixed with 
contrition. 

KNOWLEDGE THE TEST. 

This bill was unjust in that it required 
every individual, regardless of the amount of 
medical education which he might possess, 
to attend three full courses ata medical col- 
lege, thus making so many minutes, so many 
hours, somany days, the criterion and stand- 
ard of medical knowledge. Howmuch more 
in keeping with justice aud fact it is to as. 
sume that all men are not equally indus- 
trious and possessed of the same natural 
abilityand how much more would the ends 
of justice and right be meted out, by making 
knowledge the grand feature of our medi- 
cal legislation rather that the avaricious 
ends of public institutions. Nowif the Mis- 
souri Medical College desires, in the interest 
of humanity, toelevate, after its on fashion, 
the standard of medical education, let it, with 
its stupendous foresight, adopt a three, four 
or fifty years’ course; it certainly owes some- 
thing to humanity, for during the past ten 
years it has graduated 41.5 per cent of all its 
matriculates, just coming within the require- 
ment of the IUindis State Board of Health, 
with whose laws itis now in such pretended 
accord, and which would have excluded its 
diplomas from recognition in the State of 
Illinois had the percentage of graduates been 
but 8.5 per cent higher. 

THE PER CENT OF GRADUATES. 

It might be well to give some of the per- 
centages of graduation in the Missouri col- 
leges during the last ten years. They are as 
follows: 24.9, 85.9, 86.5, 87.5, 86.2, 45.4, 36.8, 
80.1, 68.9, 28.5. It therefore appears that, 
with but one exception and one with which 
the Missouri Medical College itself would 
allow no comparison, its percentage of grad- 
uates to maticulates is the highest in the 
State and, with but very few exceptions, the 
highest in this country. 

‘*Incidentally, I may remark that the per- 
centage for the Marion-Simsthis year is 23, 
which does not seem to be grinding out doc- 
tors by wholesale. 

Apropos of the postal card lobbying 
scheme, allow me to state that out of the 56,000 
doctors in Missouri only 1,700, to use their 
own figures, responded, From personal in- 
vestigation I may state that a great portion 
of the number signed the cards without giv- 
ing the matter much thought. In addition 
many unqualified and therefore unsuccessful 
practitioners also signed the card, prompted 
thereto by the sordid motive of lessening 
competition, and I count by the score the 
signatures of doctors who are not recognized 
as being in good standing by the profession, 
a fact which did not escape the observation 
of many of the Senators who had to vote upon 
this measure.

ILLINOIS NEWS. 


McLeansboro’s Railway Project—Items 
From Other Points in the State. 


McLEANSBORO, III., April 3.—The citizens who 
went to Springfield on railroad business have about 
all returned and report no opposition to the change 
in the road at this place.
